PHILADELPHIA, June 20.—Tomor- 
row will witness, in all probability, the 
unparalleled spectacie of both the 
Presidential and Vice-Presidential can- 
didates being nominated by acclama- 
tion. Senator Hanna threw up the 
sponge today. He found he could not 
stem the tide toward the popular fa- 
vorite without using the direct in- 
fluence of the administration at Wash- 
ington, and this he could not get. Pos- 
sibly even with it he might have 
failed. But without it he task was 
hopeless. 

The President would have no hand in 
an effort to control the convention. He 
made known directly to Senator Hanna 
his wish that the will of:the conven- 
tion should not be thwarted, and when 
that unequivocal word came, Mr. 
Hanna reluctantly abandoned the fight. 
With his retirement from the contest 
against “he Empire State Governor, 
both nominations could have been made 
before the converjtion adjourned to- 
day. The original programme was to 
renominate President McKinley to- 
day and to nominate the candidate for 
Vice-President tomorrow. But the Ne-

NAMED BY HANNA. 
ROOSEVELT IS THE MAN. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1 
PHILADELPHIA, June 20.—Senator 
Hanna tonight issued this statement: 
“The administration has had no can- 
didate for Vice-President. It has not 
been for or against any candidate. It 
was deemed wise that the convention 
should make the candidate, and that 
has been my position throughout. It 
has been a free field for all. In these 


wil now say that, on behalf of 
tone, I have 

twelve hours been to 
advice. After consulting With 
many delegates as possible in the time 
within my disposal, I have concluded 
to accept the responsibility involved in 
this request. In the present situation, 
with the strong and earnest sentiment 
of the delegates from all parts of the 
country for Roosevelt, and since Pres- 
ident McKinley is to be renominated 
without a dissenting voice, it is my 
judgment that Gov. Roosevelt ehould 
be nominated for Vice-President with 
the same unanimity.” 

This announcement of Senator Hanna 
was made after a long consultation 
with many leaders of the party. He 
called all the newspaper men into one 
of the rooms, where the consultations 
had taken place, and read it from 
manuecript. 

Just before the statement was oes 

out, Chairman Odell of New York 
spent a few minutes in the room, and 
when he came out, said: “The whole 
matter got into a snarl and was left 
to Senator Hanna to arbitrate, and his 
decision is that the Vice-Presidency 
should go to New York, and Roose- 
velt will be nominated.” 
The programme is to have fJowa 
withdraw Dolliver and nominate 
Roosevelt. .Maseachusetts will with- 
draw Long and second the nomination. 
Probably other States with candidates 
will follow suit. This will enable the 
convention to finish its business and 
adjourn tomorrow. 

Immediately following Hanna's an- 
nouncement of the withdrawal of all 
the other candidates and the nomina- 
tion of Roosevelt, Dolliver authorized 
the following statement: 

“My candidacy has been wholly un- 
solicited. I have not up to this mo- 
ment spoken one word seeking the 
nomination to even a member of my 
own delegation. Tonight Mr. Long, 
Mr. Scott and myself placed our can- 
didacies in Mr. Hanna's hands to dis- 
pose of as he saw fit. It was agreed 
that our names would not be pre- 
sented to the convention, and upon 
my request, Lafe Young of my State 
will place Mr. Roosevelt's name in 
nomination in behalf of the nation. 

“I believe that the name of Gov. 
Roosevelt on the ticket will give it 
greater strength and enthusiasm than 
the name of any other man in Amer- 
ica.” 


HANNA'S RECOURSE. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, June  20.—The 
friends of the President, wnder the 
leadership of Senator Hanna, this af- 
ternoon are seriously contemplating 
taking up Gov.

DEMAND OF THE PEOPLE. 


Roosevelt Cannot Escape the 
Vioe-Presidency. 


His Nomination Will Be Made by lowa 
and Acclamation. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, June 20.—Theodore 
Roosevelt probably will be nominated 
for Vice-President by acclamation. The 
plan is simple, and the result sought 
can easily be brought about. There will 
be no necessity for a roll call tomorrow. ' 
When the time arrives for nominating 
a Vice-President, the roll of States 
will be called. When Iowa is reached 
some delegate will arise and withdraw 
Doliver and place Roosevelt in nom- 
ination. Massachusetts will follow, 


withdrawing Long and seconding the/ 


nomination of the New York man. This 
is the plan, and if it is done, there will 
be no need of a ballot. The stampede 
which began Sunday and which seemed 
to have received a check Monday, will 
have ended in the nomination of Roose- 
velit. 

A part of this.scheme has already 
been carried out. The convention did 
not proceed to nominations today be- 
cause all parties in interest could not 
be reached. Secretary Long’s friends 
had not been able to communicate with 
him, and they did not feel authorized 
to withdraw his name until he could 
be informed of the situation, and his 
consent obtained. It is quite probable 


that had it been pvssible to gain Sec- 


retary Long’s consent, both nomina- 
tions would have been made today. 

It was deemed desirable not to nom- 
inate President McKinley until the con- 
vention was aiso ready to nominate 
his running mate. In fact, it is known 
that the plan for nominating Roosevelt 
by acclamation is tied up with the nom- 
ination of McKinley in order to gratify 
the wishes of some of the men who 
have been pushing Roosevelt's claims | 
| very hard, and those who ate engineer- 
ing the latest arrangement had no ob- 
jection. Something might occur to up- 
set the present prograinme, in which 
event the nomination of all candidates 
will be made and a roll call forced. 
But even in this contingency there is 
little doubt now but Roosevelt will be 
nominated. 

_ There are two men who might prevent 
his nomination, but it is doubtful if 
even they could stem the tide. They 
are William McKinley and Theodore 
Roosevelt. The latter possibly could do 
so by making an absolute declaration 
that he would not accept the nomina- 
tion if made, but now it is doubtful if 
even that kind of a declaration would 
stop the stampede. If there was a di- 
rect intimation from the President that 


he does nat want Roosevelt nominated, 


it would bring a pause, but it would not 
necessarily prevent the consummation 
of the plan for the selection of Roose- 
velt. But no such action is tn the least 
anticipated. In fact, the news pervaded 
the convention and was circulated 
among the delegates today that the 
President does not want the adminis- 
tration used to influence the delegates 
for or against any candidate. 

Mr. Hanna declared that this had been 
the position of the President all along, 
and that his wishes had been respected. 
The free choice of the convention has 
been Roosevelt from the first. and it 
has been his own personally-expressed 


wish that he should not be nominated, 


together with the earnest work of 
Hanna in the same direction, that has 
stayed the tide e for a short time. 

Roosevelt himself knows that he will 
be nominated, and will make no fur- 
ter statement, nor is there the least 
probability that he will decline the 
nomination when made. This is so 
well understood that delegation after 
delegation today, either by direct vote 
or by a general understanding among 
themselves came over to him and made 
his nomination assured, no matter how 
it is brought about. 

Another matter which has con- 
tributed a general acquiescence in the 
selection of Roosevelt is the fact that 
his personality seems to be about the 
only thing to bring life into the con- 
vention. The known fact that Presi- 
dent McKinley was to be nominated by 
acclamation, and general approval of 
all other business, including the adop- 
tion of the platform, over which there 
was no contest, has made the proceed- 
ings somewhat apathetic, and the. be- 
lief is general that the name and per- 
sonality of Roosevelt will rouse the en- 
thusiasm which has been lacking. 

Concerning the rumor which was cir- 
culated that the convention was to be 
stampeded for Roosevelt for President, 
Senator Hanna said tonight: “I have 
seen the report, and all that I have to 
say is that the convention is composed 
of s.nsible men, who are here engaged 
in en important duty. That being the 
case, there is not the least possibility 
of anything of that character occur- 
ring.”

ROOSEVELT AND HANNA, 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

PHILADELPHIA, June 20.—The tide 
continues to set steadily toward Roose- 
velt. There were a number of \ar- 
rivals from Washington who brought 
word that the President had absolutely 
refused to allow administration influ- 
ence for or against any candidate. He 
was quoted as saying that the dele- 
gates had assembled to perform a 
great public function, and they should 
be free and untrammeled in the selec- 
tion of candidates and in their delib- 
erations. 

When Gov. Roosevelt was told that 
Hanna had intimated that the West 
and South were strongly for Roosevelt, 
and that he (Hanna) did not feel like 
stemming the tide, he said: “TI. have 
done everything I can to stop it. I 
cannot do more. I have won my own 
State’s support in my fight, and I am 
proud of it. If Mr. Hanna thinks the 
demand for my nomination Is over- 
whelming, why don't he say so to me?

Much Fuss and Few Feathers 
Over Vice-Presidency. 


Senator Lodge Permanent Chairman and 
the Platform Adopted. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, June 20.—The sec- 
ond day of the convention opened with 
the prospect thet the renomination of 
President McKinley, with bursts of 
fervid oratory, would be the chief event 
of the gathering.

A cool and bracing northeasteriy 
Dreeze, moderate temperature and 
cloudiess sky afforded ideal conditions 
for the work and excitement of the day. 
im the crowds were astir early. 
‘Ihe streets were filled with hosts of 
Visitors, marching clubs and shouting 
venders of badges. It was noticeable, 
however, that the men with the white 
lug hats and red, white and blue um- 
lias were thinning out, and that a 
part of the demonstrative tide of 
travel was setting away from the con- 
vention city.

With this routine out of the 
way, nominations for the Presidency 
will be in order, and then will come 
@ carnival of eloquence, such as has 
not been heard in recent days. 

The Vice-Presidentia!l situation con- 
tinues to be the absorbing topic with 
the leaders, the delegates and the 
expectant crowd. While 
many of the conditions have been de- 
fined with clearness, there is far from 
@ final understanding, which all accept 
by common consent. The action of the 

ew York caucus tate last night, 
which unanimously agreed to support 
Woodruff, is not accepted as perma- 
nently retiring Roosevelt from the field.

‘Hanna was taking his breakfast, when 
Woodruff, faultiessly groomed and 
happy with the New York indorse- 
ment, entered the room, and, seeing 
Hanna, started toward the national 
chairman. But the latter, glancing over 
his eyeglasses, appeared disinclined to 
join in congratulations or a discuseion 
of indorsement, and picking up his 
morning paper ame so absorbed 
that Mr. Woodruff passed on without 
a word of exchange. Later, however, 
the Lieutenant-Governor joined Sena- 
tor Hanna at his table, and the two 
had a short talk. 

LONG'S BACKING. 

The friends of Secretary Long are 
accepting as sincere the assurances 
that Roosevelt will not stand, and they 
are elated with the progress made 
within the last few hours. The action 
of California in coming out flatly for 
Long. means much, as California 
stands well to the top, alphabetically, 
and will give an early impetus to the 
Long movement, when the roll of 
States is called. New England now 
is practically united with 78 votes for 
Long, although the Connecticut peo- 
ple are wavering. New Jersey Adds 
her strength to Long, and these acqui- 
sitions have start @ strong current 
toward Long in the western delega- 
tions, although the Roosevelt shadow 
etill atands in the way of formal ac- 
tion for the Massachusetts man. 

DOLLIVER FORCES. 

- The Dolliver forces have not abated 

their confidence, directing most of 

their energies to eecuring assurances 
of support in case the Roosevelt move- 
ment should disappear. 

There was a rather unsatisfactory 
lack of knowledge as to the absolute 
condition of the Vice-Presidential 
booms around the various camps dur- 
ing the early hours today. In Wood- 
Tof’s headquarters very active work 
Was going on. Col. M. J. Dady, speak- 
ing of the boom, said: “We are doing 


our best to keep the thing going, and 
we are making progress.

HANNA IN CONFERENCE. 


At ill o'clock Senator Hanna went 
Into conference with Senators Lodge 
and Spooner. B. B. Odell was present 
part of the time. This is the first time 
the Ohio Senator, having heard of 
Wisconsin's vote to support Roosevelt, 
showed signs of weakening. He is r 
ported to’‘have said: “Gentlemen, we 
do not want to lose sight of the fact 
that this Roosevelt sentiment is much 
greater than the combination of Quay 
and Platt for it. The westerners are 
likely to fo it, and I don’t feel that 
their wish should be combated too 
fiercely.”’ 

This statement was conformant with 
the one made to Woodruff tn the early 
morning. The conferees declared when 
they arrived at no conclusion and the 
fact that Hanna seemingly was not so 
enthusiastic in his work against 
Roosevelt would indicate that Roose- 
velt is again the prominent candidate 
for Vice-President. Roosevelt 
should be nominated, the indorsement 
of Woodruff made by the New York 
delegation last night would be used 
to force Woodruff's nomination for 
Governor of New York. 


CONVENTION PROCEEDINGS. 
MASTERLY SPEECH BY LODGE. 
fA. P. DAY REPORT} 
CONVENTION HALL (Philadelphia.) 
June 20.—It wag almost 11 o'clock when 
the advance guard of the great army of 
visitors crossed the Schuvikill and be- 
sieged the doors of the convention hall. 
The renomination of President McKin- 
ley was thought to be the event of the 
day and every road led to the Export 
Exposition building. In street cars. 
carriages and afoot the crowd poured 
toward the hall. Through the thirty 
entrances to the hail the populace 
flowed unceasingly, gradually snreading 
over and biotting out the great waste 
of unpainted pine chairs. As yester- 
day, the delegates were slow in arriv- 
ing. but the distineuished guests were 
on hand somewhat earlier. Ex-Post- 
master-General Gary was conspicuous 
on the stage, and in prominent seats 
overlooking the pit sat Adit -Gen. Cor- 
bin and Gen. Bates. The long session 
ahead, with a tedious, protracted con- 
test over the report of the Committee 
on Credentials held no terror for the 
assembling thousands. The delight- 
fully cool and bracing weather was an 

assurance against discomfort. 
Shortly after 11 o'clock the big band 
took its nlace, and a few minutes later 
the strains of one of Sousa’s stirring 
marches crashed out. Some members 
of the National Legislative League of 
Woman Suffragists were busily en- 
gaged, while the delegates were assem- 
bling, distributing appeals for a decla- 
ration by the convention favorable to 
woman suffrage. As it was yesterday. 
many of the leading lighte of the Re- 
publican party came tn without caus- 
ing a flurry. 
‘The first demonstration occurred

Senator Platt was 
by his side. The Governor did not ap- 
pear so sternly austere as yesterday. 
He smiled right and left to the plaudits 
of the multitude. 

While the Roosevelt demonstration 
was in progress, the eyes of the mul- 
titude were suddenly directed to a 
strange spectacie in the center of the 
stage, as the Chinese Minister, Mr. 
Wu, resplendent in oriental silks, and 
accompanied by Mr. Chung, secretary 
of legation, also richly robed in silks, 
came down the middie aisie of the 
platform. Minister Wu was greeted 
at the entrance by Senator Burrows, 
who introduced him to several distin- 
guished public men crowding about. 

Ex-Postmaster-General Gary of 
Maryland, a close friend of Mr. Wu, 
offered the Minister his arm, and the 
two proceeded out towards the dele- 
gates. The Minister smiled benigniy 
through his spectacles and acknowl- 
edged in English the many salutations. 
Gen, Gary seated the Minister and his 
entourage immediately alongside the 
delegates. 

“Not a word from China,” said Min- 
ister Wu, when asked as to the alarm- 
ing reports os to Peking. “We are 
wholly in the dark except for what the 
press brings us, and we hope and sin- 
cerely believe the conditions are not 
as bad as pictured. I am here un- 
officially as an observer to see how the 
American people select their candi- 
dates for the Presidency.”

REMARKABLE SCENE. | 
‘remarkable tribute to the flag and 
to the pioneers of the Republican party 
now occurred.

Roosevelt had not expected to be 
thus designated, and his face showed 
signs of annoyance. With Gov. Shaw 
he stepped to Lodge's seat, and with 
the permanent chairman between them 
they marched up to the platform. The 
cheers echoed continously until Senator 
Lodge, after greeting Chairman Wol- 
cott, turned to the audience and be- 
gan his address. 


SENATOR LODGE’S ADDRESS. 
REPUBLICAN POLICY STATED. 
Senator Lodge in his address, said: 
“One of the greatest honors that can 

fall to any American in public life is 
to be called to preside over a Repub- 
lican National Convention. How great 
the honor is you know, but cannot 
realize, nor can | express the grati- 
tude which I feel to you for having 
conferred it upon me. I can only say 
to you, in the simplest phrase, that 
I thank you from the bottom of my 
heart. ‘Beggar that I am, I am even 
poor in thanks, and yet I thank you.’ 

“We meet again to nominate the 
next President of the United States. 
Four years have passed since we nom- 
inated the soldier and statesman who 
is now President, and who is soon to 
enter upon his second term. Since the 
civil war no Presidential term has 
been so crowded with great events as 
that which is now drawing to a close. 
They have been four memorable years, 

Republicans, they show a record 
of promises kept, of work done, of un- 
foreseen questions met and answered. 
To Democrats, they have been 
generous in the exhibition of unfilled 
predictions, in the ruin of their hopes 
of calamity, and in futile opposition 
to the forces of times and aspirations 
of the American people. I wish I 
could add that they had been equally 
instructive to our pondnts, but while 
it is true that the ocrata, like the 
Bourbons, learn nothing, it is only too 
evident that the familiar comparison 
cannot be completed, for they forget 
& great deal which it would be well 
for them to remember. 

“In 1897, we took the government and 
the country out of the hands of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. His party had aban- 
doned him and were joined to their 
idols, of which he was no longer one. 
During the last years of his term we 
had presented to us the melancholy 
spectacle of a President trying to gov- 
ern without a party. The result was 
that his policies were ruin; legislation 
was at a standstill, and public affairs 
were in a perilous and incoherent con- 
dition. Party respqnsibilities had 
vanished, and with it all possibility 
of intelligent action demanded by the 
country at home and abroad. It was 
an interesting, but by no means sin- 
gular display of Democratic unfitness 
for the practical work of government. 
To the political student, it was in- 
structive; to the country it was ex- 
tremely painful; to business, dis- 
astrous. 

“We replaced this political chaos 
with a President in thorough accord 
with his party, and the machinery of 
government began again to move ef- 

=c..vely and smoothly. Thus we kept 
at once our promise of better and more 
efficient administration. In four months 
after the inauguration of President 
McKinley, we had passed a tariff bill. 
For ten years the artificial agitation in 
behalf of what was humorously called 
‘tariff reform,’ and of what was really 
free trade, had kept business in a fo- 
ment and had brought a treasury def- 
icit, paralyzed industries, depression, 
panic and finally, continuous bad times 
to a degree never before imagined. 
Would you know the result of our 
tariff legislation? Look about you. 
Would you measure its success? Recol- 


lect that it is no longer an issue; that 
our opponents, free traders as they are, 
dere not make it an issue; that there 
is rot a State in the Union today which 
could be carrted for free trade against 
protection. Never was a policy more 
fully justified by its works; never was 
a promise made by any party more ab- | 
solutely fulfilled. 

“Dominant among the issues of four 
years ago was that of our monetary 
and financial system. The Republican 
party promised to uphold our credit; 
to protect our currency from revolu- 
tion, and to maintain the gold standard, 
We have done so. We have done more. 
We have been better than our promise. 
Failing to secure, after honest effort. 
any encouragement for International 
metallism, we have passed a liaw 
strengthening the gold standard and 
planting it more firmly than ever in 
our financial system; improving our 
banking laws; buttressing our credit, 
and refunding the public debt at 2 per 
cent. interest, the lowest rate in the 
world. It was a great work well done. 
The only argument the Democrats can 
advance today in their own behalf on 
the money question is that a Repub- 
lican Senate, in the event of Demo- 
cratic success, would not permit the 
repeal of a Republican taw. This is @ 
precious argument when looked at with 
considerate eyes, and quite worthy of 
the intellects which produced it. 

“Apply it generally. Upon this theory 
because we have defeated the soldiers 
of Spain and sunk her ships, we can 
safely dispense with the army and 
navy which did the work. Take another 
example. There has been a fire in a 
great city; it has been checked and ex- 
tinguished; therfore let us abolish the 
fire department and cease to insure 
our homes, Distrust in our currency, 
the dread of change, the deadly fear of 
a Cebased standard were raging four 
years ago. and business lay prostrate 
before them. Republican supremacy 
and Republican legisiation have extin- 
gsuished the fires of debt and fear, and 
business has risen triumphant from 
the ashes. Therefore abolish your fire 
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department; turn vut the Republicans 
and put in power the incendiaries who 
lighted the flames, and trust what re- 
mains of Republican control to avert 
freeh disaster. 

“The proposition ts its own refuta- 
tion. The supremacy of the party that 
has saved the standard of sound money 
and guarded it by law is as necessary 
for its security and for the existence 
of honest wages and of business confi- 
dence now as it wés in 1896. The mo- 
ment the Republican party from 
power and the party of free silver and 
flat paper comes tn, a stable currency 
and the gold standord, the standard of 
the civilized world, are in tmminent 
and deadly peril. Sound currency and 
a steady standard of value are today 
safe only in Republican hands.

Fresh glory has come to our arms and 
crowned our flag.

QUAY’S RESOLUTION. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1 

PHILADELPHIA, June 2.—The 
resolution today introduced by Senator 
Quay for the rearrangement of the 
basis of representation in future na- 
tional conventions has caused a sen- 
sation, particularily among the del 
tions from the Southern States. To. 
night the interest manifested in the 
proposition was scarcely sceond to that 
aroused by the contest for the Vice- 
Presidency. 

years ago Henry ©. Payne, 
national committeeman from Wisc 
sin, proposed to the National Commit- 
tee an amendment to the rules provid- 
ing that thereafter delegates to the 
Republican national conventions should 
be selected on the basis of one dele- 
gate for every 10,000 Republican votes 
cast at the previous Presidential elec- 
tion. The proposition was widely dis- 
cussed at the time, but after mature 
consideration the National Committee 
decided to take no actfdn upon 
various times since the campaign of 
1896 the question of changing the basis 
of representation has been discussed 
informally, the principal argument by 
the advocates of a change beins that, 
under the present rules, the Southern 
States, upon which no reliance can be 
placed for Republican electoral votes, 
proportionately have greater power in 
of candidates than those 
ooking always to elect a Repubi 
President. 
. Later, at Washington, Mr. Payne 
brought forward his proposition. The 
committee, however, decided that it 
had no authority to take any action on 
the question. It was held that before 
the committee could pass upon the 
question, a national convention of the 
party would have to instruct It to do 
so. Mr. Payne dropped the matter at 
the time, so far as he personally was 
concerned, but during the past ten days 
the fire which has been smoldering 
burst forth in the earnestness of the 
New Jersey delegation to take the 
question before this convention. 

After Gen. Bingham had presented 
the report of the Committee on Rules, 
former Senator Quay of Pennsylvania 
rose and offered the following resolu- 
tion as en amendment to the com- 
mittee’s report: 

“That hereafter each State shall be 
entitled to four delegates-at-large and 
one additional delegate for each 10,000 
votes or a majority fraction thereof, 
cast at the Presidential election for 
Presidential electors, and six delegates 
from each organized territory and Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and that the methods 
for the election of such delegates shal! 
be provided for by the National Com- 
mittees.” 

The reading of the resolution was 
received with applause, particularly 
from the New England, New York and 
Penneylivania delegates. Among the 
delegates from the Southern States 
there was manifest uneasiness, and it 


was evident instantly that if an effort 


was made to adopt the resolution at 
once, a lively scene would precipi- 
tated in the convention.

As a rule, however, no definite de- 
cision was reached. Many from the 
Northern States declare their intention 
of supporting the resolution. The prop- 
osition has strong backing in the New 
England States, in New York and 
Pennsylvania and in the Northwestern 
States. So strong has the feeling be- 
come among the southern delegates 
that many of them are prepa to 
trade their votes for the Vice-Presi- 
dency for votes against the resolution. 


THE PLATFORM. 
PARTY DEEDS AND PLEDGES. 


Following is the full text of the plat- 
form: 

“The Republicans of the . United

AGUINALDO WILL SURRENDER 


Amnesty Order Will Probably 
Bring Him into Manila 


Gen. MacArthur to Make Formal Ar- 
nouncement Today. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
MANILA, June 20.—[By Manila Ca- 
ble.] Gen. MacArthur will tomorrow 
formally announce President McKin- 
ley'’s order of amnesty. Buencamino, 
Paterno and other prominent Filipino 
leaders, are generally pleased, as they 
believe that under the amnes they 
can bring about the surrender of Agui- 
naldo, who they declare is ready and 
willing to consider the peace platform 
adopted by the Filipino leaders, with 
a few insignificant exceptions. 

Several meetings of the leaders was 
held quietly in Manila last week. They 
are encouraged by the progress they 
are making with the natives, and the 
authorities there. Tomorrow an im- 
portant meeti will be held, at which 
the American decree will be read. It 
is the consensus of opinion of the for- 
eigners, the better class of the Fill- 
pinos and the Spanjards, that Agul- 
naldo will in’ Manila shortly as 
a result of the decree, and the nego- 
tiations of Buencamino.

It has been made 
known to the administration that in- 
fluential classes among the Filipinos 
were anxious for an end of hostilities 
and for a resumption of commerce free 
from ‘the predatory hareesments of 
small bands of armed men. The viger 
of the pursuit of those bearing arma, 
it was likewise reported, had disheart- 
ened the Filipino soldiers still holding 
out, and many of them were now will- 
ing to surrender their arms on agseur- 
ances of their personal safety. In 
addition, a better understanding of the 
purpose of the United States toward 
them is now known to prevail-among 
the Filipinos and their hostility to 
American control has abated in a great 
degree. With the general acceptance 
of amnesty, it is expected our trogps 
will not be kept in such ceaseless ac- 
tivity and the pacification of the isl- 
ands will go forward more quietly and 
more rapidly.

The famous clocks’ of. Strasburg 
Cathedral, with the frequently-de- 
scribed succession of aposties and 
minor figures, are the most note- 
worthy instances of horological au- 
tomata, and too well known to need 
special comment. Their counterparts 
on a less elaborate scale were set up 
at Paris, Caen and Padua. 

Among the many interesting things 
to be se@n at Rouen, famous as the 
city where Joan of Arc suffered mar- 
tyrdom, is a fine clock built by Jehan 
de Féalins, in 1389. The dial is about 
six teet squere. A few modern alter- 
ations have been made in the move--: 
ments, but in all other respects the 
venerable timekeeper records the 
hours, days of the week and phases 
of the moon with the same accuracy 
that distinguished it over 500 years 
ago.

TWINS CUT APART. 


LE SURGICAL OPERA- 
TION AT RIO JANEIRO. 


A special to the New. York Herald 
from Rio Janeiro, Brazil, says: ‘“Re- 
markable operations have been per- 
formed on Rosalina and Maria, two 
sisters, who were born joined together. 
The sisters are doing well. Their case 
recalis ¢hat of the famoup Siamese 
twins, but modern surgery will give 
them separate life. 

“Rosalina and Maria, the two little 

Brazilian children, who but for the 
interposition of modern science would 
have had to live joined to each other 
as they were, are about 10 years old. 
“Their parents, concerned as to their 
future, last winter determined to seek 
the aid of surgeons, and to that end 
took the twins to the Hospital Mircoa- 
cordia, in Rio Janeiro, where they 
were put in the care of Dr. Alvara 
Romos. 
“The two were joined in a manner 
similar to the Siamese twins, only still 
more closely. Use of the X-ray devel- 
oped the fact that the seventh ribs 
were united by a solid osseus forma- 
tion, and that there was but one liver 
for the two. It was not difficult to 
sever the flesh and bone, but when it 
came to dividing the liver Dr. Ramos 
hesitated. Nevertheless, there have 
been cases where part of a diseased 
liver has been removed, so the physi- 
clan was encouraged to make the at- 
tempt. 
“The first part of the operation ‘was 
cor ~leted early in the winter, when the 
ribs were cut apart. The shock was so 
great to the patients that it was 
deemed necessary to wait for a time 
before completing the separation.”

{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.! 

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) June 20.—<After 
traveling about 800 miles in pursuit 
of the gang of Mexicans who murdered 
Olsen and Stuart at New River, Sher- 
Murray's posse returned to Phoe- 
nix today. They followed their quarry 
into the Pinal Mountains. Here the 
Mexicans scattered and after ten days’ 
Search the posse gave up the effort. 
The murderers are now believed to 
have joined the large colony of out- 
laws hidden away in the inaccessible 
fastnesses of the Pinals. 

Strong feeling exists here upon the 
repeated escapes of Arizona criminals, 
and an effort will be made to secure 
Territorial organization for systematic 
warfare on outlaws hidden away in the 
southern portion of the Territory.

INSTRUMENT TO DETECT PRE- 
TENDED LOSS OF SIGHT.
